HE supremacy of the _ Pacific 
T coast in the matter of great milk 

producing Holsteins, is a_ fact 
and not a theory. Whether this is due 
to the almost perpetual sunshine or to the fact that the 
cows can run knee-deep in alfalfa all the year round, or to 
the quality of the cows themselves, is a question that will 
not be debated here. We are simply going to make the 
statement that the three Pacific Coast states of California, 
Washington and Oregon, and the Pacific coast province 
of Canada, British Columbia, have more than their share 
of the great milk producers of our favorite breed and 
then we are going to proceed to prove that statement 
which is not at all a difficult job. 

According to the Holstein census on July 1, 1920, there 
were in the three Pacific 
‘oast states 15,196 Hol- 
steins out of 346,899 in the 
whole United States. In 
ther words, less than 5 per 
‘ent of the Holsteins’ in 
America are in California. 


Oregon and Washington. 
While we lave not the 
figures from Canada, I 


think we are sate in saving 
that there are only a very 
few Holsteins in British 
Columbia as compared witli 
the number 1 Ontario and 
some other provinces far- 
ther inland. In view of the 
distribution of the Holstein 
breed, it is, therefore,

In other words, during the past 
year the Pacific Coast Holsteins won thirteen first prizes 
out of a possible 35, twelve seconds out of 35, and fourteen 
thirds out of 35. 

During the past year eleven cows produced 80 lbs. milk 
in 7 days on official test, and of these eleven, seven came 
from the Pacific Coast, two from Michigan and one eacn 
from New York and Ontario. And then in long-time work 
we find that of the ten cows that have produced 39,000 Ibs.

There is an unusual in- 

I terest manifest this vear among Holstein-Friesian 

breeders in the show ring work. A large part of this 

is due to the increased development of state organizations, 

which are able through the secretaries and field men to 

reach out into the field and interest the breeders in the 

very important work of developing type through the com- 
petition of the show ring. 

Many sermons have been preached on the value of 
the ring from the standpoint of advertising, of getting our 
ideals of type correctly established. These sermons will 
bear repeating, for the difficulties of fitting for exhibi- 
tion and the expense attached is a discouraging factor to 
many breeders. We want to emphasize just once more, 
however, the fact that this class of work pays. It pays 
in immediate returns in the advertising that the herd and 
establishment gets while on the circuit. It pays bigger 
in indirect returns in the setting up of ideals that will 
cause us to breed better Holsteins that will bring better 
prices. 

There is no question but what the buying public will 
spend dollars for individuality where it spends ten-cent 
pieces for those animals which do not conform to the 
accepted standards.

afraid that there may be a slip somewhere, and that his 
animal for which he does not have .a certificate, may be, 
from a breeding standpoint, no better than a grade 
Kvery breeder who has been in the business any length 
of time knows how beginners look at these delays and 
What they think, say and write about them. 

Calf and heifer clubs bring purebred stock into the 
hands of parties who know little of the delays necessary 
to complete the round cattle papers have to go. While 
there is no way that will increase the popularity of the 
breed nor increase the number interested in purebred 
cattle faster than a successful calf club, yet there is no 
set of breeders that will be discouraged sooner than the 
boys and girls who invest in, from their standpoint, high 
priced animals and who do not have the certificates to 
show what they are getting. Discouragement and re 
sulting loss to the breed and the association may be the 
result of such a delay. 

Our remarks are called forth by an instance of which 
we recently heard An enthusiastic young cattleman 
holding a responsible position, co-operated with the couiity 
agent, and started a calf club. Journeying into another 
state they purchased a number of young heifer calve 
and as is usual, especially among the smaller breeders, 


very few of these animals had registry certificates. Be 
tween the sellers, the cattleman and the county agent 
the identification papers were lost The county agenr 
knew very little of the orkings of the purebred busi 


nes The local bankers knew nothing whatever, the 
young cattleman left his position and accepted another 


in a distant state The result is that there are a number 


of young fellows who might have grown into enthusi 
astic boosters of the black and white breed, who now 


have animals on their hands for which they have paid 
what, to them, is an enormous price and who have nothing 
whatever to show that their animals are any better than 
could be picked up in any grade dairy community It 
was no one’s’ particular business to go ahead and 
traighten the tangle, although it would seem that there 
is an obligation on the part of all concerned, on all who 
supervised the investment, to see that things were made 
right Perhaps an appeal to the H. F. Association would 
result in someone being dele gated To investigate the 
matter If, under the present rules, this is not possible, 
they should be amended or someone should have discre 


tion to investigate and help. As far as we are able to 
determine from the evidence we have heard, it was no 
yne’s fault, simply an accident, but to the young investor: 


it is a calamity and the breeding of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in that community will receive a set-back that It 
may never recover, unles someone takes hold of the 
matter. 

Perhaps this is one of the duties that might be dele 
gated to the state secretary But we now give warning 
to state secretaries, county and farm bureau agents, and 
promoters of calf clubs, to see that all necessary pupers 
are obtained at the time of sale If agreeable to the sell 
er, the manager should obtain made-out applications for 
transfer and deduct the transfer fee from the purchase 
price. In every possible way avoid a mixup of this kind 
\ strict attention to these things with written memos ot 
the purchases to be kept separate from the papers, may 
save trouble for all concerned To neglect obtaining cer 
tificates for young investors in purebreds is to hand 
them a stone instead of bread, and to bring upon them 
instead of the blessing intended, calamity

Suppose that all the informa- 
tion that we average breeders received of the “Cole Case” 
had come from Buffalo suppose that we had no ‘World” 
to give us the other side of the case and to champion the 
stand taken by our board of directors—is it too much to 
say that the faith of many of us in our association, in its 
officers and directors, in our official records and conse- 
quently in our whole future would be permanently shaken? 

For there is no denying that the propaganda from Buf- 
falo is being cleverly handled. It would lead the so-called 
“Little breeder on the hillside’ (a clever little phrase not 
coined, we surmise, through accident) to believe that Mr. 


Cabana, alone and against tremendous odds, is valiantly 
fighting the little breeders’ battles against a ring that 
would wreck the breed, to what purpose Heaven only 


knows. And it has remained for the “World” to give us the 
other side of the Cabana-Cole story, to keep our’ heads 
level, our feet firmly on the ground and our faith in our 
directors unshaken. 

For this service alone our debt to the “World” is be- 
yond reckoning: and it is but one of hundreds rendered 
weekly during a period of many years.—Minnesota Hol- 
stein-Friesian. 


High Prices 


ANY reasons are given for the high prices of all 
M commodities. Some are well founded, others of 

little consequence, and some erroneous. There are 
those who make statements regarding the cause of high 
prices for the purpose of bringing applause and support 
from the unthinking people. Others appeal to prejudice for 
they appreciate there is no appeal like that of pre- 
judice. People will act more quickly and more emphatically 
on prejudice than they will upon sane, plain statements of 
tacts. 

Some hold that hoarding foods and profiteering are the 
causes of high prices, especia!ly of food products. Another 
claims that inflation of currency is the primary cause ot 
the high prices of our commodities. Still others claim that 
our expensive marketing system is responsible for high 
prices. 

We have fairly strained ourselves to find “the nigger in 
in order that he may be cracked on the head 
and that the prices may recede to their normal level. It 
does not seem to us that any of the reasons mentioned 
have anv large bearing upon the present high prices of 
commodities. 

For four or five years the world was engaged in a hor- 
rible conflict. Millions of persons, no one knows how many, 
were engaged in that conflict, millions of men being killed 
or mained for life. Property of untold value was destroyed. 
Millions of people were taken out of useful occupations and 
devoted their energies to killing and to the manufacture of 
material for killing. Not only large quantities of commodi- 
ties were destroyed by the war, but production for peace- 
ful pursuits was curtailed. The demand grew larger and 
larger and the supply grew shorter and shorter. There nat- 
urally followed a rapid rise in prices, because the demand 
could not be satisfied. Wages advanced in price because 
the demand for help was far greater than the supply, and 
likewise raw material advanced in price. The shortage of 
commodities of all kinds and a large demand for them are 
responsible for high prices.

sue more currency to carry on business. Profiteering, 
hoarding, fixing of prices, high prices of farm lands, infia. 
tion of currency, etc., may have some remote bearing upon 
high prices, but they are really the results of high 
and not the cause.—Hoard’s Dairyman.

Dairy People—Not Women at Fault 


HILE the manufacturers of so-called milk and but- 
W ter substitutes, a dozen or so in number, are spend- 

ing millions of dollars to exploit their products and 
steal the good name of butter, the manufacturers of milk 
and butter, thousands in number, sit idly by—with the ex. 
ception of a very few—and let the tirades against dairy 
products run their race and die a natural death. At least 
they let those die which will die, but the most dangerous 
propaganda has been permitted to continue uncontroverted 
until it has reached the point where the rank and file of 
consumers, club women and politicians secure their ip- 
formation from that source and their opinions are molded 
vecordingly. 

No industry ever possessed ammunition for protecting 
and advancing itself such as Dr. McCollum has given to the 
dairy industry. And the time has come when the dairy in- 
dustry needs ammunition, and needs to use it, for the pro- 
tection of its own welfare. 

And yet, because the thousands of individuals and 
scores of allied interests depending upon dairying will not 
get together and like strong, liberal, red-blooded men con- 
tribute their share toward preserving the prosperity—yes, 
the integrity and honor of the industry—milk, butter ana 
eggs are made the football of every parasitic _ politician, 
brainless scare-head writer and well meaning yet wholly 
ignorant club women who seek notoriety. 

The time has certainly arrived when it would appear to 
be the part of wisdom for those whose business depends 
upon the cow and the hen, to open their purse strings just 
a little and get solidly behind an organization of their own 
with their moral and financial support. 

Those interested in the manufacture and sale of so- 
called milk and butter substitutes have, in their wisdom, 
spent large sums of money educating the consuming public 
to think as they desire it should think. It is quite evident 
that, as a result of their business-like efforts, they have 
reached the point where the public is beginning to fight 
their battles for them, whicl: battles are against the dairy 
industry. 

Not a woman in the United would cry

dare to attempt doing so. Those seeking popularity would 
direct their attacks on other objects. 

Will those interested in dairying—from 
milks the cow to the man who markets her products-——con- 
tinue in a state of lethargy while the foundation of theif 
industry and the foundation of health, vitality, vigor and 
life of the nation’s people is being undermined by all who 
care to libel milk, butter and eggs, or will we realize that 
this foundation is too necessary, too sacred to be demoral- 
ized? 

This is no time to complain of or blame those who at- 
tack dairy products in the belief that they are too ex 
pensive. 

This is the time for proving that dairy products are not 
expensive as compared with other foods; that they are ab- 
solutely essential in the human diet to the extent of 18 oF 
20 per cent. 

This is the time to quit blaming others and begin blam-

CHENANGO COUNTY CALF CLUB 


The Calf Club movement in Chen- 
ango county started a little more than 
a vear ago with a club of ten 
or fifteen at Greene, under the direc- 
tion of Prof. C. E. Smith, principal 
of the Greene High School at that 
time, and another small club at Ox- 
ford, N. Y., under the direction of 
Prof. Wayne Benedict, then principal 
of the Oxford High School.

At the time of the Chenango county 
fair last fall, 110 boys and girls came

by the banks of the county; that is 
to say—-the banks loaned the boys 
and girls the money to purchase the 
calves on a promissory note plan. 
But so interested have the young 
members become that many of the 
boys and girls have paid up their 
notes in full and have no intention 
of selling their heifers. Of the 250 
members in Chenango county who

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Cabana Records Brought to Trial 


Buffalo, N. Y., Monday afternoon, Aug. 16— 
Fighting to the last ditch, Oliver Cabana, Jr, has 
been brought before the tribunal of [Holstein 
breeders and tomorrow (Tuesday) in this city 
the Board of Directors of the Holstein-lriesian 
Association of America expects to begin a hear- 
ing designed to get at the truth respecting the 
records established at his Pine Grove arms. 
This action was predicted in last week's \World. 

The latest manifestation of the Cabana pol- 
icy of delay was evidenced in a show cause order 
which was argued this morning before Justice 
Hinkley in a special term of Supreme Court 
This was a last minute attempt on the part oi 
the Cabana legal forces to prevent the hearing 
by the Board in this case and was in effect an 
effort to renew the injunction granted last Sep- 
tember. Henry W. Killeen, appearing for Ca- 
bana, argued for the granting of an injunction to 
hold until the appeal which Cabana has taken 
from the decision of Justice Sears has been de- 
cided. It was a play for further delay. Attor- 
ney |.. D. Babcock, appearing for the Associa- 
tion, submitted affidavits by Judge ©. U. Kel- 
logg and Prof. H. H. Wing showing why the 
Association could not afford to permit further 
delay in the hearing upon the records. Judge 
Kellogg's affidavit showed that the hearing had 
been called for this express purpose at a great 
deal of expense and that material witnesses 
needed by the Association could not be easily 
procured if further delay was permitted. Prof. 
Wing's affidavit established the fact of his im- 
pending departure from this country upon a 
year's leave of absence, and that he could not be 
used as a witness for over a vear if the hearing 
was not held at once. This had been the chief 
reason for the calling of the hearing by the As- 
sociation, 

In the motion argued this morning, Mr. Bab- 
cock raised the question of the right of Justice 
Hinkley, sitting in special term, to revive an in- 
junction which had become obsolete through the 
decision of Justice Sears. 

Asa result of the arguments, Justice Hinkley 
gave an informal opinion permitting the Associa- 
tion to proceed with its hearing, but stating that 
if a review of the authorities showed him that he 
had such a right, he would temporarily enjoin the 
Association's Board from final action in the mat- 
ter until the appeal had been decided. At this 
writing (afternoon) the Justice had not passed 
upon this point. 

In any event, the Association has accom 
plished another vitally important thing. It has 
brought the Cabana records before the Board for 
investigation and can take complete testimony 
covering the matter. Whether it will be pet 
mitted to take final action is not yet decided, but 
the breeders of the country can gain a good deal

Fred S. Stimson of Hollywood farm, the only 
other Washington buyer, paid $400 for the two-year-old heifer, Miss Canary 
Ormsby 2nd. Other buyers were all personal acquaintances of Mr. Carmichael, 
and the influence on the sale of their confidence in his integrity was very eVi- 
dent in the prices which were paid for untested animals, merely on his word as 
to their production. J. V. Wanless of Gales Creek, Ore., bid in the five-year-old 
herd sire, Sir Johanna Fayne Bonheur, for the extremely low price of $160.

Basis For Milk Price 


The board of directors received a 
communication from L. A. Toan, 
chairman of a_ special committee, 
appointed by the New York State 


Guernsey Association, with reference 
to the basis of computing milk prices. 
The letter called attention to the 
difference which now exists in the 
price paid for butter fat in milk of 
3 per cent quality as to the price 
paid tor the additional pounds of but- 
ter fat in milk of over 3 per cent. The 
plan proposed by Mr. Toan was that 
we permit the Dairymen’s League to 


quote prices on the base price of 3.5 


per cent instead of the 3 per cent as 
at present. For every point above 
or below this 3.5 per cent standard 


they would add or_ subtract a 
fluctuating price per point for butter 
tat, and this price would be fixed se 
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as to very closely 


represent the 
market value of butter fat. Th. board 
has informed the Guernsey Hreeders 
Association that it will be glad to eo. 
operate with them to secure an 
increase in the price of butter far 


over the 3 per cent basis but they do 
not favor changing the standard from 
3 per cent to 5.5 per cent. 
Directors to Take Trip 
Prof. H. H. Wing of Cornell, wey 
known to the Holstein breeders of the 
state, and a member of the board of 


directors, will sail from Vancouver, 
B. C. on September 15th for New 
Zealand and Australia. Prof. Wing's 
plans are not definite at the present 
time, but he may visit South Africa 
before returning to America in the 
spring of 1921.

stein breeders will go with him

Page 35 of the July 3 issue of the 
World showed a picture of the Smyser 
barn with a fly trap in operation. This 
is placed over the top of the entrance 
to the barn and as the cows pass 
through, the hanging brushes dislodge 
the flies and other insects on the an- 
imals. These fiy upward into the 
trap and so never bother the animals 
any more. Through the courtesy of 
Mr. J. W. Smyser of the Smyser Stock 
Powder Mfg. Company, Sterling, Kan- 
sas, we are enabled to show the spec- 
ifications necessary to build such a 
trap, together with drawings showing 
the top side and end views. 


There is little doubt that there is 
a tremendous loss caused by horn 
flies, bot flies and even the common 


house fly tormenting animals in milk, 
nothing of the trouble in the 
milking barn caused by the restless- 
hess of the animals tormented by in- 
sects. Nearly all dairymen spray the 
cows, but we know of several in- 
stances where milk entered for com- 
petition at dairy shows or fairs, has

HOW TO FEED SALT TO STOoGK 


Salt is fed in various ways to the 
farm stock. Some farmers practice 
putting salt where the stock cap get 
What they want every day, filling the 
trough in the yard every time jt jg 
empty; others put salt lick stones jn 
the mangers and yards, both methods 
enabling the stock to consume what 
salt they desire of own free will. 

I believe this is the best method of 
salting the stock and the followmg 
lines thus are not of interest for 
those who follow this method already. 

On many farms, however, it is stil] 
a habit to mix the salt in all kinds 
ot feed. 

In the first place we might ask: “Is 
it absolutely necessary tc give stock 


an addition of salt to their daily 
diet?” ; 

Considering the chemical analysis 
of some feeds and the bodily wants 
of salt, in many instances we might 
say “No, it is not necessary,” and yet 
how often can it be observed that 
even the best fed cows are eager for 
salt. 

In such cases there are two pos- 
sibilities viz., the animal may have 


made it a habit to consume extra salt, 
exactly 1s some people make habits 
that are absolutely not necessary, or 
there is a stimulatior in the blood 
system, that needs absolute satisfac- 
lion to keep this system in normal 
condition. The latter will often be 
the case with heavy milk producers 
These animals are more liable to be 
subjected to a hyper or hypo blood- 


cell pressure than the ordinary ani- 
mals. 

To return to our thesis. we méy 
ask is it a geod habit to feed the 


stock not according to their own free 
will? 

I do not think so for even if one 
can approximately fix an animal's de 
sire of the salt amount, I believe it 
is not the right way to say under all 
circumstances—“here Is your 40se, 
eat it, whether it suits you or not.” 
For instance throwing a handful of 
salt on silage or any other dainty 
teed for that animal. 

I would like to see your face once, 
when at the dinner table and seeing 
the housewife throw on your portion 
of ice cream a spoonful of salt; well, 
it is exactly the same with the an 
mal; they also have a particular taste 
for some feed and if one spoils this 
taste now by throwing, so to say, 
soot in it, much of the effectiveness 
of the feed is lost. 

On the other hand, it is also pos 
sible that some feeds as bran, rather 
old hay, straw, etc., would be more 
eagerly and profitably consumed lf 
they were mixcd with salt, but to re 
spond to this question of taste, the 
safest way is to give the animals ac: 
cess to the salt at any place and at 
any time. 

And another thing I want also 1 
emphasize here is this: Do not think 
that for instance your horses or hogs 
or chickens do nv. need salt, 29, 
every living being with red blood cells 
in the blood system, would die if all 
the salt was extracted from thal 
blood system. 

Every animal needs a reasonable 
amount of salt every day, so do we 
ourselves. I have often observed 
licking of animals at the most impos 
sible things, drinking of the liquid 
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part of manure, pulling out of feathers 
by chickens. eating of leather and so 
forth, all symptoms that denote ther:2 
< something wrong with the blood 
cystem, ana salt is often the remedy. 
“galt has further a laxative working 
and many other good properties for 
good digestion. It must be confessed 
that the American farmer  under- 
stands better than any other farmer 
in the world the usefulness of salt, | 
see that clearly every day on my tri) 
nere in Europe.

WESTERN INDIANA 


The dairy division of the Uniteg 
States Department of Agriculture ip 
cooperation with Purdue University 
has been making a survey of the 
dairy districts of north western 
Indiana, and the conclusions reached 
apply to many farms supplying the 
Chicago markets.

The credits other than milk were 
on the average 6.8 tons manure and 
87 of one calf, that is only 87 calves 
were received from each 100 cows, 

Feed and pasture comprise 57.6% 
of the total cost of production. The 
labor cost was 19.5%: overhead and 
other cost, 22.9%. This cost was off- 
set to the amount of 22.3% by calves 
and manure. 

The extent to which cows of high 
production save labor was shown 
clearly by comparative figures for the 
25 herds studied. The owner of one 
herd of cows averaging 9200 lbs. milk 
annually, had to feed and milk only 
9 cows to obtain the same quantity 
of milk as that given by 12 average 
cows in other herds. 

Owing to the changes in the cost of 
feed and labor, we are not giving any 
figures in dollars and cents at this 
time, but anyone interested can ob- 
tain the publication entitled “Bulle- 
tin No. 858,” “Requirements and Cost 
of Producing Milk in Northwestern 
Indiana,”” from the Dairy Division of 
the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture at 
Washington. 


ALFALFA ACREAGE INCREASING

acreage becomes 25 per cent of the 
total of tame hay acreage, and clover 
21.4 per cent, so that timothy is still 
the leading hay plant and the clovers 
have second place, a little above al 
falfa. According to a comparison es- 
tablished by the bureau of crop es- 
timates, the leguminous plants, al- 
falfa, clover, a mixture of clover and 
timothy in approximately equal parts, 
and pea, form 51.2% of the tame hay 
area, and it is a significant fact that 
more than one half the tame hay 
acreage is now devoted to legumes, 
that is—to plants which are not only 
nutritive but have soil improving 
properties, whereas, according to the 
census figures of teu years ago, hard- 
ly one third of the tame hay area 
was at that time leguminous. Th» 
teachings of the agricultural colleges 
and the agricultural press is bearing 
fruit. The food of our cows is bet- 
ter balanced, and the results are 
beneficia! to all concerned. 


DANISH BUTTER IN PROSPECT 

Denmark is, considering acreage, 
the greatest butter producing coun- 
try in the world. The present aver- 
age butter preduction is between 30,- 
000 and 40,000 casks per week, (a 
eask hold 50 kilos.) Almost 30,000 
easks are available for export, prin- 
cipally to England, although Sweden, 
Norway, Switzerland and the United 
States are important customers. The 
weekly domestic consumption is about 
5000 casks. 

Denmark had an export agreement 
with England, her largest customer, 
and this recently expired. The _ but- 
ter export committees have sent rep- 
resentatives to Great Britian to nego- 
tiate a new agreement to take effect 
at once, but it is very likely, until this 
arrangement can be made, that a 
large portion of the surplus will be 
shipped to the United States. The 
exchange situation and the compara- 
tive lowness of European exports to 
the U. S. in proportion to imports 
renders such a course likely and 
even profitable. Danish butter is 
usually of high quality but it is very 
unlikely that much of this butter will 
reach very far inland from the ports 
of this country.

flowers led the Dairy Department of 
the Kansas State Agricultural Cog}. 
lege to consider the wild sunflower 
found so abundantly in Kansas, as a 


silage crop. sarge amounts of wild 
sunflowers have been put into gjlos 
along with corn and sorghum, and 
have never been objected to when 
feeding the silage. 

In the fall of 1919 a perf stand 
ef wild sunflowers was found withi) 
hauling distance of the college. The 
eunflowers yielded 4 tons per aere 
About 10 tons of sunflowers were put 


into a silo between layers of corn gj- 
lage. A feeding trial was arranged us. 
ing five cows in which the cows were 
fed wild sunflower silage, alfalfa hay 
and a grain mixture consisting of 4 
parts of corn chop, 2 parts bran, and 1 
part oil meal. The cows had previ- 
ously received corn silage in additior 
to the hay and grain mentioned.above 
When changed to the 
lage, they ate very sparingly of it 
from the start and did not become 
accustomed to it as we had expected 
The cows decreased in milk produc- 
tion and lost in body weight. At the 
beginning of the experiment the cows 
averaged 1108 pounds in weight and 
were producing on an average of 12.1 
pounds of milk each After a 24-day 


sunflower si 


trial the cows averaged 1042 pounds 
in body weight and were producing 
8.7 pounds of milk each This is a 
loss of 66 pounds per head in body 
weight and a decrease of 3.4 pounds 
of milk daily. In the absence of 
corn silage the cows were changed tc 
cane silage, and in the same period 
of time gained 25 pounds per head, 
and all but one cow increased in mill} 
production.

Minnesota was also 
popularly supposed to be one of the 
leading Holstein states, but the re- 
port shows that New York leads 
Minnesota, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio 
combined by 219 head. Madison 
county, N. Y., has a total of 7,257 
Holstein purebreds. It has more 
Black and Whites than several of the 
states figuring in the report. Onon- 
daga county ranks’ second in this 
state with Chenango county third. 
Seneca county has the least with 155.
